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Council Selects Middle Route 
For Perimeter Rd. in Parcel I

Full-blown, lively, and informative discussions about the 
Cherrywood Lane culvert, the perimeter road, and the elderly 
housing project were the fare served the fortunate citizens who 
attended last Monday’s special city council meeting. On two of 
the topics council postponed action, but on the third the peri¬ 
meter road — council voted unanimously to recommend to the 
Maryland-National Capital Park and Planning Commission the 
middle route through parcel 1. _ 

so that roughly 25 acres would be 
R-T and 80 acres R-80. 

The GHI board had recommend¬ 
ed a modification of the middle 
route to bring the road slightly 
closer to the GHI boundary line, 
but the council rejected this sug¬ 
gestion after hearing MNCPPC’s 
objections. Roy F. Cowell, repre¬ 
senting the MNCPPC staff, said 
that the GHI route would produce 
an extra curve in the road. Also, 
it would carve out a sliver of va¬ 
cant land which would be hard to 
develop esthetically without put¬ 
ting the townhouses right up 
against the GHI property line. 

Concern Expressed 
Several members of the audience 
expressed concern that city en¬ 
dorsement of an 80-foot right-of- 
way for the perimeter road would 
provide a leverage for the devel¬ 
oper to plead for higher-density 
development. It was also feared 
that the city’s endorsement of the 
perimeter road would strengthen 
the case for keeping the senior 
high school on parcel 2. Council- 
woman Elizabeth Maffay voiced 
similar concerns. 

However, Mrs. Maffay, the rest of 
council, and as far as can bp de¬ 
termined the majority of the audi¬ 
ence felt that the city ran a great¬ 
er risk of taking no action at this 
time. As Mayor Francis White put 
it, “MNCPPC has asked us for our 
advice and recommendations. If 
we take no position, we will be leav¬ 
ing the decision to the MNCPPC 
staff and District Council, and no¬ 
body knows what the results will 
be.” 

Mrs. Rhea Cohen, on behalf of 
the Save Our Community Commit¬ 
tee, submitted a petition request¬ 
ing that the city re-establish the 
concept of an outer “green belt” 
by purchasing some of the vacant 
laud in parcel 1 as a buffer to ex¬ 
isting development and thus les¬ 
sen the need for an 80-foot perime¬ 
ter road right-of-way. 

Mayor White observed that it 
could be a very expensive proposi¬ 
tion if the city attempted to purch¬ 
ase every piece of vacant land 
whenever it presented a problem. 
In any event, White said, only two 
lanes are being envisioned for the 
perimeter road. 

One-leg Perimeter Road? 

Mrs. Cohen then suggested that 
only one leg of the perimeter road 
—* the southern leg crossing the 
Baltimore-Washington Parkway 
and exiting Greenbelt Road — be 
considered, thus avoiding the con¬

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Actions Deferred on Elderly Housing 
Proposal and Cherrywood Culvert

Proposals for making available city-owned land for an elderly 
housing project and for city financing of the Cherrywood Lane 
culvert ran into stiff winds at last Monday’s city council meeting. 
As a result, council decided to take more soundings, though on 
the Cherrywood Lane culvert, its collective mind seemed to have 
been made up. 


On the housing for the elderly 
project, the council was obviously 
not yet ready to make a decision. 
Councilman Joel Katz admit¬ 
ted that situation frankly, while 
other councilmen such as Dick 
Pilski indicated that their objec¬ 
tions bad not yet been overcome. 
Pilski was concerned that erecting 
a high-rise apartment project on 
city-owned land near Candy Cane 
City might set a zoning precedent 
for other high-rise projects in the 
city. A special exception under the 
R-10 apartment zoning would be 
needed for the proposed 7-story, 100- 
unit facility, which would have 
elevators and community dining 
rooms. 

The sponsoring senior housing 
group was seeking council appro¬ 
val on Monday night so that a 
rezoning application could be filed 
in time to meet the July 31 dead¬ 
line. 

Councilman Edgar Smith expres¬ 
sed some concern over using land 
dedicated to the city as parkland 
by the Federal government for 
residential use, especially since it 
was brought to his attention that 
the deed might contain prohibi¬ 
tions against such action. The pro¬ 
posal calls for the city to lease 
the land for a nominal charge to 
the senior housing group. The 
project would be financed through 
conventional financing and insured 
by FBA. 

Objections Voiced 

From the audience additional 
concern was expressed that there 
was no demonstrated need for the 
project, especially if the cost of the 
units was excessive. Ben Gold- 
faden suggested that a survey be 
made to see how many elderly per¬ 
sons would be interested in such 
a project. 

James Cassels, president of the 
Senior Citizens Housing Corpora¬ 
tion, said that elderly housing pro¬ 
jects all over the country had 
waiting lists. The Greenbelt pro¬ 
ject proposes that 60 percent of 
the units be rented for $80 to $100, 
the other 40% reserved as subsi¬ 
dized units under which the Fed¬ 
eral Government would pay that 
part of the rent that exceeded 25% 
of an elderly person’s income. Cas¬ 
sels also noted that no construc¬ 
tion could be started unless 00 per¬ 
cent of the units were presub¬ 
scribed, so that there will be, he 
said, a test of the need for the 
project beforehand. 

Councilwoman Elizabeth Maffay 
said that several persons have in¬ 
dicated to her disapproval of a 
high-rise that would tower over 
other buildings in the area Cas¬ 
sels said the project, which would 
be located in a culvert, could be 
reduced to 6 stories if the city so 
desired, which would make the fa¬ 
cility no higher than the nearby 
Greenbelt Plaza Apartments. 

Former city manager Charles Mc¬ 
Donald objected to the site which,

he said, was one of the “finest bits 
of city parkland.” A development 
there, he continued, would disturb 
the creek bed and increase the pos¬ 
sibilities of Braden Field flooding. 
He also stated that the project 
would encroach on open space thac 
was intended to serve the nearby 
apartments. 

Joseph O’Loughlin also opposed 
the site because it was in the mid¬ 
dle of a recreation area which gen¬ 
erates much noise. Others sugges¬ 
ted that such a project more pro¬ 
perly belongs in GHI’s sphere of 
action and suggested as a site the 
GHI-owned garage area on Park¬ 
way. Evelyn Feiler, Carnie Har¬ 
per, and other supporters of the 
project felt, however, that the pro¬ 
ject was a legitimate function of 
the city and that the city owed 
something to the elderly who built 
up Greenbelt. 

Council Action 

In the end, councilman Edgar 
Smith moved that the city ask for 
a legal opinion as to whether it 
could lease the parkland for an el¬ 
derly housing project. Several sup¬ 
porters of the project, such as Da¬ 
vid Lange and Daniel Latiecq, 
asked the council to give condition¬ 
al approval, pending a city solici¬ 
tors decision, but Mayor Francis 
White said that that would put 
the city in an awkward position. 

Smith’s motion passed unani¬ 
mously. All the council members 
expressed sympathy with the idea 
of a housing project for the elder¬ 
ly, but the question still remains 
as to the desirability of the Candy 
Cane City site. 

Cherrywood! Lane Culvert 

The Cherrywood Lane project in¬ 
volves a city proposal to levy a 
special assessment to finance the 
cost of the city’s construction of s 
four-cell box culvert at Indian 
Creek in order to provide a cros 
sing for Cherrywood Lane. This 
road construction would provide 
access to the industrial property 
owned by Greenbelt Associates, 
Continued on page 2, col.

The First United States Army 
Band, one of the most popular 
groups at the summer concerts 
here, wall perform on Friday, July 
31, at 7:30 p.m. This band is 1 a 
versatile musical organization, ca¬ 
pable of performing as a concert 
band, a marching band, and an 
18-piece stage band. 

Musical offerings of the First 
U. S. Army Band range from pre- 
Bach masters to modern compos¬ 
ers such as Stravinsky, Don Gillis, 
and Richard Rodgers, The highly 
popular stage band is as familiar 
with long-established popular mu¬ 
sic as it is with the modern idioms 
of progressive jazz. 

Conductor and commanding offic¬ 
er of the First TJ. S. Army Band 
is Chief Warrant Officer Charles 
W. Woodman, who brings to the 
podium many years of professional 
experience. 


SOUTHWAYTRAFFIC 

Because of the heavy downpour 
late Monday afternoon, following 
major excavations along Southway 
Rd, between Crescent and Ridge, 
the street could not be reopened 
to traffic at the conclusion of the 
work day, as it has been hereto¬ 
fore. That section of the thorough¬ 
fare must be lowered several in¬ 
ches in grade, necessitating re¬ 
moval of all the old pavement. The 
road then is scheduled to be gravel¬ 
ed to make it passable to traffic 
until the paving coats are laid. 

Insofar as possible the Southway 
entrance into the city will be kept 
open to traffic. After the island is 
constructed from the Baltimore- 
Washington Parkway exit to Ridge 
Rd., making Southway a divided 
street, the contractor will pave 
pnly one side of the street at a 
time, thus leaving the other acces¬ 
sible to traffic. 

PEPCO to Eliminate 
Power Lines in Park 

The city received an unexpected 
piece of good news in a letter dated 
July 1, which was received from 
the Potomac Electric Power Co. 
in answer to a city inquiry con¬ 
cerning the relocating or burying 
of unsightly power lines that tra¬ 
verse the lake park. In the letter, 
C. W. Nicolson, Manager of the 
Governmental Customer Dept, of 
Pepco, indicates that before the 
end of 1971 the company plans not 
only to eliminate the power lines 
in question, but also the substa¬ 
tion on Crescent Rd. opposite the 
intersection with Greenhill Rd. The 
substation is surrounded by the 
forested section of the lake park 
and is just off the lake trail. 

The action is being taken, Ni¬ 
cholson states, as part of a pro¬ 
gram which will convert the dis¬ 
tribution system in the Greenbelt 
area from 4 kv to 13 kv. Although 
the substation equipment will be 
removed, Pepco indicates, the 
property will be retained for “pos¬ 
sible future use.” 

The genesis of the city’s letter 
to Pepco was a council inquiry 
during a budget review session in 
early June about the city’s pos¬ 
sible payment of expenses to re¬ 
locate or buiy the lines, qae of 
which passes directly over the 
children's playground at the park. 
Just beyond the cleared area it 
joins another line, almost at right 
angles, that heads north toward 
Lakeside North apartments. Coun¬ 
cil had hoped to apply for a feder¬ 
al grant for partial defrayment of 
costs. 

SYMPHONY TO PERFORM 

The National Symphony Orches¬ 
tra. under the direction of Lloyd 
Geisler, will perform a series of 
free concerts this summer in parks 
throughout the area. The schedule 
of concerts is sponsored by the 
National Park Service’s Summer 
in the Parks program and is sub¬ 
ject to change. The Symphony 
will perform in Greenbelt Park on 
Saturday, July 25 and August 1 at 
4 p.m. 


MNCPPC had suggested three al¬ 
ternative routes for the perimeter 
road through the property between 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc., and the 
Baltimore-Washington Parkway. In 
accordance with the city’s Advisory 
Planning Board recommendations, 
the council chose the middle route. 
The location of the perimeter road 
will determine the zoning of par¬ 
cel I and a decision was needed 
since the District Council (the 
county commissioners) is scheduled 
to hear the zoning case in Septem¬ 
ber. 

Zoning Involved 

According to the College Park- 
Greenbelt Master Plan and the 
recommendations of the Prince Ge¬ 
orges County Planning Board, land 
west of the perimeter road is to be 
zoned R-T (townhouses, 10 units 
per acre); the land east to be zoned 
R-80 (single-family homes). The 
middle route would divide parcel 1 

Personnel Changes 
Improve Swim Program 

“The quality of the program is 
the much better,” said Darold Lof- 
gren, the city’s recreation director, 
in describing personnel changes in 
this summer’s swimming instruc¬ 
tion classes, sponsored by the Dept, 
of Recreation. The changes involve 
reliance on more highly trained 
instructors. Seven of the staff 
members in the training program 
(which includes from 9 to 11 teach¬ 
ers) are qualified Water Safety In¬ 
structors, the highest rating in the 
Red Cross instructional program. 

In previous years only two in¬ 
structors in the local program held 
this rank. 

A second change in this sum¬ 
mer’s swim classes is reduction in 
size from 15 to 10 pupils per class. 

Besides their higher rank, this 
summer’s staff has had consider¬ 
able experience in teaching and 
pool management Several man¬ 
age other pools in the county dur¬ 
ing the afternoons and evenings. 
Joy Mullins and Nancy Plachta are 
among the few really qualified and 
experienced teachers of synchron¬ 
ized swimming in the county. 
They teach classes locally in their 
specialty. 

Other instructors with the Water 
Safety rank are: Duff Marquardt, 
formerly pool manager here, who 
has held the rank for ten years; 
Mrs. Mikell Mongelli; Molly Mc¬ 
Mahon; Robert Dredger and David 
Moseman, now in hfs internship 
as a medical student.

parcel 1 to handle the traffic gen¬ 
erated by its eventual development 
regardless of whether the perim¬ 
eter road eventually has two legs 
(exiting at Kenilworth Ave. and 
Greenbelt Rd.) or one leg (exiting 
at Greenbelt Rd.). 

Mrs. Mildred Murrow noted that 
David Fisher, chairman of the 
State Roads Commission, had prom¬ 
ised a public hearing on the entire 
perimeter road when the SRC has 
completed its feasibility and en¬ 
gineering study of the road. 

Near the end of the discussion, 
it was facetiously suggested that 
some of the heat engendered by 
the perimeter road could be avoid¬ 
ed by giving it another designation, 
especially since the term “perime¬ 
ter road” tends to conjure up pre¬ 
conceived images. 

Other Action 

In other action, the council 

(1) Approved a resolution designa¬ 
ting Sunday, August 2, as “Com¬ 
munity-University-Day.” The 
University of Maryland is sche¬ 
duling a series of free pro¬ 
grams for the entire family ,in 
a centrally located area of the 
campus, including open semin¬ 
ars, exhibitions, recreational 
events, and theater and music¬ 
al presentations. 

(2) Set up a special meeting to be 
held in Springhill Lake on Wed¬ 
nesday, August 12, to discuss 
matters of prime importance 
to Springhill Lakers. 

(3) Passed for final reading a mo¬ 
tion to reduce the single-pass 
swimming pool rate to 50 per¬ 
cent of the family rate. For 
residents, this would mean a 
rate of $14 a season. Refunds 
will be issued to persons sub¬ 
scribing to the old rate of $17.

present owners of Springhill Lake 
Apartments. It is proposed that 
100 percent of the cost by assessed 
again! the benefiting property own¬ 
ers, Greenbelt Associates, including 
all engineering costs, administra¬ 
tive costs, and the costs of financ¬ 
ing. 

The proposal drew a sharp attack 
from Charles McDonald, who said 
it was not the function of the city 
to use its taxing powers to benefit 
a private developer. Mayor White 
argued that the city would benefit, 
since the project would open up 
the area to industrial development 
and thus increase the city's reve¬ 
nue base. 

McDonald said that this was a 
dubious proposition since business¬ 
men are not interested in Green¬ 
belt land for industrial develop¬ 
ment because of the combined city 
and county tax rate. During the 
1950’s, he said, other industrial pro¬ 
perty in the city was widely adver¬ 
tised, with no takers; finally 
the owners dnwnzoned the proper¬ 
ty — in the case of Beltway Plaza 
to commercial development and in 
the case of Springhill Lake to R-18 
apartments. 

McDonald felt that the Springhill 


Lake industrial development might 
suU'er the same fate and that the 
ov ne ‘s might resort to using the 
land for high-rise apartments — 
which would not be the purpose of 
the improvement. 

White Defends Move 

White reiterated that the project 
would not cost the city a cent and 
that any switch to using the indus¬ 
trial property for residential use 
would require public hearings and 
approval by the zoning authorities. 
In any event, White said, citing 
the recent Doxiadis report, experts 
in Prince Georges County keep 
stressing the need for broadening 
the industrial base and “here is one 
time where the citv can assist in 
achieving that goal.” He also said 
that the property owners nave told 
council that they have potential 
clients lined up for the industrial 
property. 

In reply to McDonald’s asser¬ 
tion that culverts and storm drains 
are really a responsibility of the 
Washington Suburban Sanitary 
Commission, city manager Jame/ 
Giese said that WSSC has already 
approved the culvert and that the 
culvert was not primarily for storm 
drain purposes. 

The rest of the council issued 
similar statements in support of 
the project, but floundered over 
questions involving the extent to 
which the financing of the project 
would be guaranteed by the Spring- 
hill Lake owners. The council said 
it would not approve the project 
until it had security agreements 
written that would assure liens 
against the property owners and 
the mortgagors in case of defaults 
The matter was thus tabled until 
the next meeting, scheduled for 
Monday, August 10. 

Also deferred until the next meet¬ 
ing was a petition for city council 
en lorsement of the proposed Coun¬ 
ty Charter draft and appointments.
